A dozen coast defense battleships of

the Aran, Iirlstlgheten and Oota types
are respectively of 3.0T.0, 3.450 and
8,300 tons displacement. As John
Ericsson, Inventor of the monitor, was

native of Sweden, this typ of war-

ship Is well represented. Of the thir-

teen Iron monitors four are, of about
1,500 tons dlnplaceuieut, seven are of
400 tons and two are even smaller.
Most of them were constructed shortly
after the American civil war, when
the Slonltor and Merrlmac had revo-

lutionised naval warfare, and all bave
been rebuilt Each monitor has but
one turret, which In a number of ships
bos been changed to a barbette. One
of the moat formidable vessels is the
armored cruiser Fylgla, 4.000 tons,
which was recently completed.

Three cruisers, forty-tw- o torpedo
boats and destroyers, a dosen gunboats
and one submarine complete the list
of available ships.
